Thu proposition to conetruot a waggon 
road between New Westminster and 
Yalo acquires accumulative importance 
in view of the introduction of Thom- 
son's Patent Road Steamers, The ne- 
oeBiity that exists ior supplying this 
the wanting l*nk in the great road 
system of tho mainland has boon so re- 
peatedly before tho publio that it will 
not bo necessary to Bay much on that 
pari ot our bubjoct. As matters stand 
at present communication botween the 
seaboard and tho interior is pmctioally 
BUsponded during four months out of 
tho twelve. .Even now this condition of 
matters ia very seriously folt ; but how 
mnch rnoro will it bo felt whon tbo 
interests depending upon such communi- 
cation ihnll have doubled, as will cer- 
ainly bo the case within two years ufter 
union ? Not only as a link in tto road 
eystem in this work important. Its In- 
fluence upon local devolopmont would 
alono justify the expenditure. Tho 
agricultural capacity of tho Lower 
Frassr, and especially of that section of 
country which would bo opened up by 
tho road in queBtiou ic not generally 
realized. Wo have said that tho con- 
struction of Ibis piece of road acquires 
naoumalative importance in view of the 
introduction ot Road Steamers. Hither- 
to tbo objection has been urged that, 
Water traubport boing so much cheaper 
than laDd, the road would only bo used 
for local purposes in summer, and for 
little else in winter. Taking into ao. 
count present methods of conveyance, it 
must be admitted that tho objection ban 
gome force of troth aboot it. Viewed 
in tho light of Rood Steamcro, the 
objection wholly disappears. During 
summer the Road Steamers would Bhare 
the carrying trade wiih tbo River stea- 
mers. During tho foor months that the 
latter cannot run tho formor would be 
ablo to maintain uninterrupted com- 
munication between the soabourd and the 
interior, connecting regularly twice a 
week with the Vioioria steamer at New 
WeslmioBter or at Burrard Inlet. The 
importance of such an -improved meuns 
of commuication can hardly be over 
estimated. To tho morchant of the 
Interior it would present the moans of 
replenishing bis Btock every weok, at 
greatly reduced aud rogular rates of 
freight, instead of being oompollod, as 
h« is now, to lay in daring the summer 
months enough to meet the demands o( 
the whole year. To tho oonsumer it 
would mean cheap living at regular rates 
without tho possibility of having to 
encounter famine prices from an unusual 
season, a combination of traders, or 
incidental scarcity of some particular 
commodity To the farmer it moans 
general wellboing, aud an ond to semi- 
annual isolation from all civilized inter 
communication. As u moans of travel, 
transporting troasure, or transmitting 
mail aud express mat.er, it would be 
hailed as a publio boon. The construct- 
ion of a waggon road between Now 
Westminster and Yale, an urgent and 
important \ro;k, under ordinary circum- 
stances becomes greatly mure important, 
now that a cuaugo in iho mothod of laud 
transport is about to tako place which 
would render tho road in question a 
colonial good in a fur higher and broader 
sense than would otherwise bo tho case. 
There are many other arguments all 
pointing in tho samo direction, such at 
the facilities for moving hides, wool and 
beef cattlo f;om the interior to the 
seaboard ; but we will leave tho reader 
to fill out tho list, feeling assured that 
the proposition is too f,olf-evident to need 
any amplification. It wiil be romcmber- 
ed that tbo member tor New' West- 
minster carried an address to the (gov- 
ernor, during tho present (tension, upon 
this subject, aud wo sincerely trust that 
the tow crude thoughts thoroin present- 
ed muy lead thu Executive to weigh the 
question in tho light of tho introduction 
Of Thomson's Patent Road Sioamers 
Wo may bo told that it is by no means 
certain theso stcames will ho introduced 
Their early introduction may bo regard- 
ed as certain, unless tha Legislature 
is propurod to boll and bar the Colony 
againBtoueot tho greatest and moil 
important soienulic improvements ot 
tho age.

Premature Decay of Apple aud Cherry 

TPreeSi 

Editor Britimi Colonist: — Your corres- 
pondent 'Pomona' io yesterday's issue, 
talced exception to my philtt ophy respecting 
fruit trees. L^t me beg ol Pomona to make 
no false premise. 1 did not compare the pear 
with tho plum but with the apple, aod so 
shall only eoy that he rnu*t koo* they do 
not b'-long to ihe name natural family not 
are tboy subject to tbe same diseases. AgniB, 
he ieoma to lake it for granted lhat the plum 
is free from disease., whereas if be observes 
he will see that when cherries suffdr most 
from gum, in a hot and dry summer, plums 
suUer very considerably 'rotn boncy-dew (un 
analogical disease) impairing the respiration 
and -igestioo, and consequent ripening of 
the wood so thai the duesse only differs in 
degree. His question ' Where do lbs oir. 
ouTa'.ory vessels carry too sap sway to '} 
seems too ridioaleas for answer. However, 
Liudley says 1 When it reichea the leaves, ii 
is attracted into them, exposed lo light audair, 
is then converted into the sucraiions peculiar 
to thu ipeaies ; and then sinks down the 
bark wuenuo it is yivun off Utorally by tho 
medullary roya and is distributed through 
tbe system.' His next question would take 
up loo much of your space to auswor intelli- 
tjitily . His remark! about a dose of silts cur- 
ing one form and my advocating root-pruning, 
scarifying tho branches, and amputation on 
»'n extensive eoole in others, i» only uuo as 
lar as any other extreme- ia truo. If 1 say 
nalt has the power to attract moiaturo from 
tho atmosphere an well as having a tendency 
io correct any morbid tondonoy in tho sap 
he applies n bushel and kills the tree. Or 
if became mulching is good when done early 
in the spring to keep in moiaturo in vory dry 
soils he mulches the Whole "oo ue wall as the 
roots ho alone would bo to blatno lor going to 
extrude! nud If ihe troos so treated died it 
would be DO proof that cither the one or oilier 
was bad. Hie strictures ou excessive prop 
ing cannot be questioned. But why excess- 
ive 1 Again do the roots ol cherries at 
tbr 9 e feet Irotn ihe collar of tho troo evor 
f,um — or do tbo branches ever gum — 
from root- pruning if properly done ? His 
advice to leave fruit , t eu3 P*«"/ 
muati to themselves a-, regards pruning m 
Tory good, but unfortunately it cannot be 
done in orchards already planted abuul 
Victoria. The noes would require to be 
fi-ora *-(l to 40 feet apart according lo tho 
quality of thu soil and tbe kinds ol Iruit trees, 
whereas they are about 14 or 16 feet apart. 
Now if a gentleman owns such an orchard 
what must he do ? He objects to cutting one 
half ot thom down, and to leave them to Iho-n- 
eelvei be would soon ind hie fruit was sot of 
tho proper sine, flavor or color as well as tbe 
small quantity of such inferior fruit. So you 
see man may sometimes ho idiot, enough to 
try to improve un the wide spreading toliago 
which God himself gavo. Nuturo gave man 
the sour crab and he was Idiot enough to iru. 
prove it to the delicious apple: G.
